Aggressive Christianity. 



Sermon preached hv Rev. J, N. Pre stridgr, 
Pastoral the llopkiusvlllo u.ipn i Church, 

rub. S, 1886. 

"Speak (o tbo children of Israel 
that they go forward."— Exodus 
XIV: 15. 

The children of Israel were set apart 
to perforin a mission. Their shack- 
les hud been stricken oil' and t he 
march toward the promised land he 
gun. They had accepted the com 
mission aud committed themselves ti> 

tbo task. Ah! but before them were 
many difficulties. Now they stand 
facing the Red sea, the mountains 
leaping up on either sido and from 
behind approach the ariniesof Egypt. 
Godaaystu Moses; "Speak to tlio 
children of Israel that IheV go for 
ward." The sea was not lo be a bar- 
rier. And beyond, the *ca spreads 
out the mighty desert destitute of 
bread aid] water, yet llie command is 
ever the same. Many countries were 
to be crossed and with each, and 
sometimes witli several combined, 
they must fight for a passage, but no 
stop can be llfjuto. They reach Iho 
laud and find it occupied ami armed 
ami for each foot they must cross 
swords. At hist the promised laud 
was theirs. Upon the hill of Ziou 
they erected the temple. (Jodsentu 

David uud u Solomon to establish the 
n ii "in and then cumeaud dwelt with 
them in the Holy of Holies. 

Tltc history o: Israel is a figurative, 
yet a line history of a true christian 
church. Il is to "go," and "light," 
aud "occupy.'' Along its pathway 
lie many seas mid ilesei ts and hostile 
armies. It is a sad fact that this is 
not the conception of (lie many us to 
the church and its work. Too muiiy 
churches arc content with uu attrac- 
tive, comfortable building; with a 
choir and preacher and furnace which 
will draw. And if from thirty lo 
forty names arc added yearly to |ta 
list — u i nil of people who behave 
themselves and contribute their part 
lb Iho church's funds— then they are 
entirely complacent. But they sre 
mistaken! Such it church is too neg- 
ative. It will never be recorded ot 
such : "She hath done what she could.'' 
No, the church is aggressive in its 
very nature. There lies within it a 
dormant power higher uud grguder 
than the sleeping power in water— 
beat il, arouse it and it can turn 
mighty wheels lo the crushing of 
sin and the bearing forward of justice, 
aud righteousness. The combined 
power of Hie churches in this city is 
raster and grander than that force 

which for the time is folded in 
the volcano's bowels. If they roal- 
hted what they profess, if they felt 

the weight of dying men, if troy oe- 
lievcd in the llcuven-ollercd help, 
with one blow they could erusb and 
banish Satan. 1 said thcchitrcii, J— 
I will say this church can do this 
thing. And the commission it has 
received and I lie. vows il bus taken 
commit il to this word. Bui, several 
times of lute it lias been said, "evil is 
so wide spread, aud sin so deeply 
rooted, and vice so well forlilled that 

this cannot be douo." Is sin deeper 

lhaiithesca? Is evil wider than the 

desert is vice better eutraucjiod 

than the combined ariniesof Israel's 
enemies? The Owl who says to us, 
"go forward," dried up the sea, 
brought water out of tlio rocks, and 
destruction on his people's enemies. 
"We are," as Carey said, "to under- 
take great things for God uud to 
(Mtpeol great things I'romOod." 

Them la 'great need of an .aggres- 
sive warfare OU the part of the church. 
Every day in our city, laws are open- 
ly violated, the locution of gambling 
rooms is un open secret, whisky is 
sold io minors, drunkenness is a mai- 
ler of course, and robberies, some- 
times, "tread cacli others' heels." The 
withering, blasting influence of Ken- 
tucky whisky is seen in thu fuces of 
many of our citizens, felt in the halls 
of Justice, and recorded in blood up- 
on tbu pages of our docket. Little is 
being done to check the evil— to save 
the falling. Tlio Devil is meeting 
with very little aggressive opposition. 
Tlio police force is asloop ; the Coun- 
cil seems ulHictcd witli tender bands ; 
the politicians hopelessly comprom- 
ised by their ambition ; our newspa- 
pers conservative to a fault, and our 
pulpits loo exclusively circumscribed 
by the several theories ot theology. 

The enemy must be met uud van- 
quished. God has commanded, and 
the Master expects its accomplish- 
ment. '1 bo erring wo must reclaim ; 
the weak we must save; the sinning 
we must rebuke. As individuals 
and as a church wo must wuge a 
holy warfare on vice. We must carry 
into the stores and inlo tbo street 
hearts zealous for righteousness aud 
full of sympathy— active sympathy 
for the erring. Wo must set them 
examples of noble living, and instruct 
them in tbo way of purity. Breth- 
ren, uro wo ready for such a work ? 
Are we armed for such n conflict? 
Are wo a unit in our influence? I 
said wo could savo tills town. It 
there was no stain upon us we could, 
if no member's life compromised us 
with the powers of darkness it would 
be a short and decisive buttle. But 
these cold, dead members who do 
untiling but complain, aud contrib- 
ute nothing but criticism ; whose lives 
give the lio to what they profess— 
these as dead corpses till up the path 
uud stop the march. Several times 
the camp of Israel bad to be i e-orgaii- 
laed. The peace dlaturboi s and idol 

Worshipers and oath breakers were 
cutoff. This wits done by liod's or- 
der. Sometimes be took the discip- 
line in his own bands and slew them 
by tlio score and by the hundred. 
These hud no rights in the camp. 
Nor is it right or honest for the dis- 
satisfied, complaining, noil-praying, 
do-nothing members to remain in the 
church. Oh, how wo would willing, 
ly get down on our knees to such and 
beg them to repent, to conic and con 
(ess their sin lo the church and before 
Heaven I My brother, my sister, does 
Hie description we have given lit 
your case? If so for the sake of your 
soul, for God's sake, for the sake of 
the dying men of this city take your 
stand. Come and help us, Wc need 
you and wo need you badly. We 
want your prayers, your counsel and 
your sympathy. But if you love the 
"ways of unrighteousness" more, 
then let us beg you again to come 
promptly and ask that your name be 
taken from the list of members. The 
command has come and wo must "go 
forward," and "ho who is not with us 
is against us." He who impedos our 
progress crosses words with Ood. He 
who refuses to fight will bo denied 
by the Savior before the Father; but 
for him who fights faithfully there 
will be a crown of everlasting Joy. 



NEW ORLEANS. 

Feb. 2nd. 1883. 
Having for throe #eeki been plung- 
ed into the midst of gaiety and pleas- 
ure, my chances at letter-writing 
have been quite slim, indeed, but to- 
day the girls are busy with their ball 
dresses, and as mine is all ready, 1 
slip this chance lo answer sonic of 
my letters. This can well bo called 
the "city of gaiety," for thcro is so 
much to sec and enjoy, that one can't 
help being merry all the time. The 
Exposition is simply grand ! — far sur- 
passing Hie Centennial both in size 
and variety ot display— which you 
know is saying mucin, indeed. From 
the entrance of Ooverumciit build- 
ing, the sight is perfectly dazzling 
under the electric light, and one feels 
completely lost in space. Dakota 
(Wonder Laud) has the linest dis- 
play of all in Gov. building. I al- 
most imagined mvself roaming 
through this wild, poetic country, in 
reality, us we left the wigwmu and 
nearaa the Falls of Minnehaha, the 
water pouring over the steep preci- 
pice, really seemed to echo the voice 
of Hiawatha calling bis beloved 
Minnehaha. Everything was so nat- 
ural, even to the peculiar birds nest- 
ling among Hie green foliage, as 
though ready to burst forth in song, 
uud to the wilduuimals peering from 
behind huge rocks among the moun- 
tains as if in search of prey. Among 
the foreign exhibits, I'm- has tbo 
most costly ; everything that is rare 
und gorgeous is hero displayed, from 
lac«flUO(X)peryd. to a bridal veil 
|850, Iu Hiu display from Japan, I 
noticed a set of furniture, of ebony, 
Inlaid with gold, mother of pearl and 
emerald ; Hie centre-table (which 
win of itself a curiosity) was" very 
peculiar in shape, having in each cor- 
ner beautiful scenes in inlaying, 
whilo in Hie centre of same, was an 
inscription in precious stones. From 
litis building we passed out into a 
side court, along tbo loyely lake 
(whose calm, limpid water had a pe- 
culiar fascination for me by moon- 
light) into thu main building (which 
baffius description) Anally lauding in 
Music Hull, where wc listened to the 
most enchanted strains of Italian 
music. We were from 2 o'clock till il 
that evening going over the Main 
gup] Government buildings, not stop- 
ping more than live minutes lit each 
exhibit ; so you can imagine the size. 
I took a seat in tbu time-worn desk 
ohalf that belonged lo the illustrious 
Washington, also in the invalid chair 
(which suggested a Mother Hubbard 
bonnet) owned by Andrew Jackson. 
Having been through the two most 
principal buildings Ibne times we 
will take in the Hoiliculiurul Hall, 
Art tlallery etc., etc., this week. 
The whole thing is a curiosity from 
beginning lo end, and you see from 
a bonnet made of dish-rags to a tiny 
house of pearls and toe nails. Do- 
sides the Exposition, there is so much 
lo see hero iu the city. I have been 
through the Custom House, (wheru 1 
accidentally run upon Al Clark); the 
Fiench Market, (where you sceevory- 
tliiiig,aud people ol^ill nationalities); 
the Cathodral Nunnery {Cotton Press ; 
Pickwick Club House, etc. Have al- 

0 been down lo the wharf to sec the 
great steamers come iu, going 
through the largo steamer Richard- 
son, and out on tlio Guards, where 
wc had an excellent view of the river 
uud surrounding city. Yesterday, 
wc went out to Dr. Palmer's church, 
and alter service, I was invited to 
dine with the Gordon girls, where I 
met two of tlio leading "Club Men" 
of New Orleans. After dinner, wc 
took a steam car on Canal St. and 
went out to "West End" (this is the 
great summer resort for the wealthy 
of this city, it being only throe miles 
from the centre of Prytanta) or in 
other words "Over tlio Lake." 
Here you almost think yourself in 
Venice, for all the hotels, restaurants, 
villas, fashionable drives, summer 
Theatre, Music Hall, und parks are 
all built out on the water, this is the 
most beautiful place in tlio whole of 
Now Orleans— "Spanish Fort" not 
even excepted and the latter is cer- 
tainly lovely. We were going for a 
row across the narrow part of the 
lake and had gone down to tlio boat- 
house to pick out a schooner, but as 
the breeze was blowing very chilly, 
the young gentlemen thought it 
might give us severe colds, and that 
we had better postpone our rowing 
to a warmer day. So tbo guido 
showed us all through tho "Boat 
House" (which is said to bo tbo finest 
in the U. S.) up on tbo observatory, 
where we could see Iho schooners 
and canoes, seeming like mere specks 
in the distance. The lake is 25 miles 
wide, and from tho observatory on a 
bright day like yesterday, we can 
sec the opposito shore. I have seen 
more those three weeks than I ever ex- 
pected to have seen in a whole year. 

1 only wisli that I hud tho time to 
begin a long, long letter, (something 
on the style of a journal) and give 
you a nico description of tho whole 
city and Exposition, but I scarcely 
have a minute to myself, «n I shall 
save up and remember everything, 
with the aid of my notebook, till I 
come home. Wo breakfast at 8 
o'clock, (having three courses), lunch 
at 12 and dine at 4 o'clock (haying 
seven or eight courses, decidedly 
French) then repair to dbo parlors, 
where wo receive company, having 
dancing, music and games. During 
tho course of the evening, ices, cukes, 
and wines aic served on large silver 
trays. Tho French wines lliey have 
here are very fine, but I can't say I 
really like them. ''Create tie Va- 
nillo" or vanilla cream, my favorite, 
because it is thu sweetest. I gulp 
down a good many fearful mixtures, 
that almost, kill me, but I "grin und 
endure." I almost starve to-death at 
dinner, ere wc reach the fifth course, 
aud by tho time the last is served, I 
feel quite empty, indeed am at a loss 
to know what ail I have oaten, too, 
for the long French names almost 
choke mc. 

Fashionable calling is to mc, a per- 
fect eyesore, and Mrs- O'Brien lias 
me out-starched and trim twite a 
week. It's not considered polite to 
merely shako hands, when out on 
these -.i ill' and ceremonious occasions, 
but you must kiss the whole family 
lion the servant up to tho Madam, 
(half the time it's difficult to distin- 
guish between the two) and when 
through this tcdioub process, sink 
down into tho dcptlis of a throe-cor- 
ie red plush chair for five minutes, 
then straighten yourself out the 
length of a telephone pole und bow 
yourself out very artistically, saying 
•'adieu, call soon," in French. I 
dress four times during tho day, 
—putting on the same outfit about 
twice, on account of having so few—

Wc were in one of tbo large bird 
stores on Canal St. last week, and 1 
had a light with a Poll Parrot; the 
old bird almost scratched my eyes 
out. It is almost like Hearing Bed- 
lam, to enter ono of these places, 
birds of all kinds are singing at Hie 
fop of their votcos, the parrots filling 
the air with their noisy jabbering, 
while the monkeys arc screaming 
their loudest. I guess you may look 
for me home the first of March in- 
stead of April.

SIX HUNDREU MANIACS TUBKXD 
HALF-CLAD INTO THK FRO- 
ZEN 8TKF.KTS. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 13.— Thai por- 
tion of the Philadelphia Alms-house 
Hos-pilal set apart for the insane was 
burned to the ground last night. 
From twenty-five to forty insane 
pttientt, most of them in the violent 
department, perished in the flames. 
There were 084 insane persons in the 
building, ninny of whom were res- 
cued almost suffocated by the smoke. 

The names of the dead who have 
been identified are: James Burke, 
Thomas Jones, John Kochler, John 
Hcrrigcs, Franklin Dcchon, John Ly- 
den, Charles Scott (colored), Edward 
Murphy', Charles Noltenherger, 
Michael Ruth, Robert Camming*, 
John Dinger, James McCoy, Phillip 
Newbcrgcr, Charles O'Brien, Thos. 
Rusk, Jacob Glassman and Francis 
Smith. 

Two charred bodies are in the dead 
house unidentified. 

The dead house presents an awful 
appearance. Ranged in rows upon 
the floor and on rude benches arc the 
remains of the unfortunate lunatics. 
Some are charred beyond recognition, 
while others aro in a well preserved 
state, having evidently died of suf- 
focation. 

Many more inmates of the insane 
department, who have not yet been 
found, arc supposed to be covered in 
the burning ruins. The number of 
the dead may amount to thirty or 
forty. 

Coroner Powers slates that the in- 
quest into the disaster will be held 

on Tuesday or Wednesday next. A 
rigid investigation will be made, and 
a special jury summoned to Inquire 
into all the phases of the horrible ca- 
lamity. Arrangements have been 
made with the authorities of the 
house of correction of Ibis city, and 
the Slate insane hospitals to give shel- 
ter to the more than f(X) patients who 
were inmates of the burned building. 

When the fire broke out Win. 
Strange, John Hayes, Thos. Kane 
and Joseph Schoder were the keepers 
on duty. Mrs. Umstead, tho house- 
keeper, was iu the women's depart- 
ment making her nightly round. 
Joseph Nudane, a weak minded in- 
mate, was coming down stairs when 
he saw the smoke. He yelled "tire," 
and ran through I he corridors culling 
on tho inmates to save themselves. 
Hayes, Strange, Kane, Schoder and 
Nttdatie set about liberating the in- 
sane people. Help came from the 
half-hundred able bodied paupers 
who act as night firemen in the en- 
gine house, flu the third floor, near 
where the lire started, the rescuers 
were driven back by the intense 
heat and smoke. In the violent 
ward, where forty-five inmates were 
confined, it, is feared that all were 
lost. 



The American Machinist publishes 
letters from 91 new members of 
tho next House of Representa- 
tives, placing themselves on record 
on the tariff question. The New 
York Suu copies the list and calls 
attention to'thc fact that 79 of the 91 
declare for a protective tariff, and 
that these added to the 88 protec- 
tionists re-elected give 107 or a ma- 
jority of 9 against tariff reform, con- 
ceding all of the non-committal 
members to be in favor of a reduction 
of the tarilf. It is to bo hoped that 
this conclusion is erroneous and will 
bo so found when the next House is 
organized. The number given em- 
braces all the Republican members 
and only a small minority of the 
Democrats. 



Near Springfield, Illinois, last 
week Miss Mary Cox, a well-known 
young lady, died from an over-dose 
of morphine administered through 
mistake. The night following her 
burial persistent howling of dogs at 
her grave attracted attention. The 
next day the grave was opened, and 
to the horror of all It was found that 
tho girl had been buried alive. Tho 
lining was torn from the sides of tho 
casket, and the pillow was iu shreds. 
Tho poor girl had literally stripped 
the clothing from her body. Her 
hands and arms were torn and bleed- 
ing. Her lips were biltcii through, 
and handfuls of hair were lorn from 
her head. Sho had come to life and 
had evidently made a feaiful strug- 
gle to escape. The awful affair fills 
the community with horror. 



Commercial : In the nine years 
during which the people of Muhlen- 
berg county have resisted the pay- 
ment of their railroad debt the 
accumulation of interest has doubled 
the debt, which uow amounts to two- 
thirds n( the taxable value of the 
count/ After a few more years of 
such management all the properly in 
Muhlenberg cannot be sold for enough 
to free the county of debt. The 
Owensboro Messenger thus describes 
the county's condition : "The bridges 
arc down, the culverts washed ouf, 
the roads arc horrible, the county 
officers ha»e no salaries, property has 
depreciated, men of capital have 
moved away, others who have been 
inclined to locate there on account of 
the natural advantages of the county 
have been deterred from doing so, 
and tho business and social affairs of 
the community arc almost in chaos." 
The Muhlenberg county bonds arc 
again a subject of litigation and the 
result probably will bo to teach the 
people that paying debts is cheaper 
than repudiation, but that the avoid- 
ance of public debts is best of all. 



Poor Mr. Tilden, trembling with 
palsy and ready for tho grave, has 
suddenly become a tower of strength 
for Democracy— their cloud by day, 
and their pillar of fire by night. 
With a touch from his feeble fingers 
a dozen Cabinet pyramids are over- 
thrown. His dying whisper, 
breathed into the ear of the President- 
elect, changes tho whole policy of the 
incoming administration. No im- 
portant move is made upon the po- 
litical chessboard without his advice, 
and yet four years ago he was soul to 
the rear by his party with character- 
istic ingratitude. Mr. Tilden is too 
old a politician not to improve this 
opportunity. The cards are coming 
his way at last, and he has a great 
many scoros to settle. — Commercial.

Dud- 
geon, a young Hart bounty farmer, 
died last Wednesday and the young 
man deliberately suicided by ratting 
his throat, The three bodies were 
buried iu one colli n. 

Richmond Is excited over a matri- 
monial sensation. Miss Lizzie Che- 
nault was announced to wed Rev. 
II. T. Daniels on Thursday. The ex- 
pected groom had engaged two min- 
isters to officiate and had bought 
two tickets to New Orleans, but the 
lady went back on him and the day 
she was to have married Rev. Dan- 
iels, she wedded Daniel Ilarbcr, a 
young farmer, instead. 

Some enterprising people of Rich- 
mond, Ky., arc taking steps to im- 
port a number of donisclie labor- 
ers from England to serve as cooks, 
house servants, etc. Lexington la- 
dies have imported English girls at a 
cost of $30 each, to whom they pay 
$G ner mouth. The price of the pas- 
sage is being deducted from the wa- 
ges of the first year. In neatness iif 
person, wilingness to work and de- 
votion to duty these English domes- 
tics are said lobe unsurpassed.— Har- 
rodsburg Democrat. 

Wickliffe Journal: A singular 
freak of nature is shown iu the case 
of Mrs Polly George, a lady well 
known to many citizens, who lives 
two miles from Milburn in this coun- 
ty. Mrs. (i. is 7ti year- old, the moth- 
er and the grandmother of a large 
family in tho county. During her 
life she has cut and shed her teeth 
twice, and now has commonced lo 
cut the third set, having cut four 
teeth within the past month— two 
above and two below. She did also, 
a little over a year ago, shed her hair, 
which was white with age, and it is 
now replaced by a suit of black hair 
with an occasional silver thread only. 

In certain counties in Eastern 
Kentucky scores of girls aro said to 
mairy at the age of twelve or thir- 
teen years, and by the time they 
should first be thinking of sweet- 
hearts are often mothers of large 
families. A recent traveler who 
went through much of the country 
on foot says that men, too, as soon as 
they can raise cash enough to put up 
a cabin and buy stuffenough to make 
a living on if possible, are ready to 
assume the duties, trials and cares of 
married life, and many of thctn find 
wives before their beard begins to 
sprout, or before they know where 
tho money is to come from to buy 
food for the wedding feast. 

Col. Thomas Buford, brother of 
Gen. Abe Buford, and the slayer of 
Judge Elliott, of Iho Court of Ap- 
peals, died Friday morning at the 
Anchorage lunatic asylum, after a 
long illness of chronic disease. It 
will be remembered that Buford shot 
and killed Judge Elliott for render- 
ing an adverso decision against Bu- 
ford'* sister In a case involving con- 
siderable property. After a most 
sensational trial, that has become cel- 
ebrated, Buford was adjudged a lun- 
atic uid sent to the asylum, from 
which he escaped, going across tho 
river to Indiana, where ho lived 
about a year, hunting'' and fishing, 
the asylum officials being unable, un- 
der the law, to bring him back to 
Kentucky. Without friends or mon- 
ey, Buford grew sick, and finally 
was forced by want to go back to 
the asylum, whoro he remained until 
his death. It is only six years since 
ho killed Judge Elliott, but in that, 
time Buford saw his family lose all 
their property, and tho trouble of 
his brother was undoubtedly the 
caiiBc of the suicide of the noted 
turfman. Gen. Abo Buford, who 
killed himself last slimmer.

The 
only obstacle in the way of securing tho 
siine results all over "the Union is the 
disinclination of the companies to incur 
the extra expense.
